talent,  Reeves  and  the 
Grizzlies  arrived  in  Chica- 
go with  a  dismal  record  of 
15  wins  and  50  losses. 

Running  of  the  Bulls 


Back  at  the  rec  center,  the 
players,  coaches  and  sup- 
port staff  file  into  an 
upstairs  classroom,  where 
they  will  watch  game 
films  of  the  Bulls,  a  team 
they  have  never  defeated. 
After  half  an  hour,  they 
walk  back  down- 
stairs, through  the 
lobby,  to  the  bas- 
ketball courts. 
They  stretch, 
walk  through 
some  plays, 
scrimmage 
and  practice  free 
throws.  As  the 
hour-long  session 
comes  to  a  close, 
a  few  of  the  play- 
ers gather  at  cen- 
ter court  and 
launch  half-court 
shots  for  fun. 
After  four  or  five 
misses  from  the 
group,  Reeves 
grabs  the  ball 
and,  like  a  can- 
non, fires  it  at  the 
basket.  As  the 
ball  dances 
through  the  net, 
the  players  let  out 
a  collective  yell 
and  shower 
Reeves  with  high 
fives. 

This  is  fun. 
Playing  the  Bulls 
is  not. 

When  asked 
what  the  Grizzlies 
have  to  do  to  stop 
Michael  Jordan 
and  the  gang. 
Reeves  laughingly 
admits:  "We 


haven't  figured  it  out  yet. 
We've  never  been  able  to 
beat  the  Bulls.  You've  got 
to  hope — especially  for 
us — that  we're  going  to 
catch  them  on  a  bad  night 
when  they're  not  shooting 
the  ball  well,  and  we  play 
mistake  free." 

Since  Jordan  and  Den- 
nis Rodman  were  already 
NBA  powerhouses  when 
Reeves  was  still  in  high 
school,  Reeves  says  it 
takes  some  adjusting  to  go 
out  there  and  do  battle 
with  them.  "You  grow  up 
watching  these  guys  play," 
he  says,  "and  then  you 
step  on  the  court  with 
them.  When  you're  out 
there  playing  the  game,  it 
doesn't  seem  that  bad.  .  .  . 
Two  or  three  days  later, 
you  look  back  and  you 
say  you  were  on  the  floor 
with  the  greatest  basket- 
ball player  of  all  time  and 
the  greatest  rebounder  ever 
to  play  the  game — and 
that's  when  it  kind  of 
sinks  in." 

More  bulls 

When  basketball  season  is 
over,  Reeves  still  has  to 
worry  about  the  Bulls.  But 
these  are  not  the  basket- 
ball variety — these  are  the 
bulls  on  the  "Big  C 
Ranch,"  his  cattle  opera- 
tion back  home  in  Gans, 
Oklahoma.  The  ranch,  he 
explains,  is  "just  now  in 
the  process  [of  getting 
started].  I  have  about  180 
to  200  head  of  cattle.  This 
is  the  first  year  that  we've 
had  calves  coming  off  the 
spring.  So,  so  far  so 
good." 

It's  been  said  that  you 
can  take  the  man  out  of 
the  country,  but  you  can't 
take  the  country  out  of 


the  man.  It's  certainly  true 
for  this  transplanted 
rancher  from  Oklahoma, 
who  calls  Canada  home 
during  the  basketball  sea- 
son. "I  definitely  agree 
with  that,"  Reeves  says. 
"No  matter  where  I  go, 
I'm  always  thinking  of 
going  back  home,  living 
out  in  the  country." 

FFA  in  the  NBA 

So  how  did  FFA  make  a 
difference  in  Reeves'  life? 
"It  made  a  big  difference 
because  it  went  along  the 
same  lines  as  basketball. 
It  taught  you  how  to 
work  with  one  another, 
how  to  take  care  of  each 
other  and  help  each  other 
out.  .  .  .  That  kind  of 
stuff  transpires  every  day

for  anybody." 

This  teamwork  that 
Reeves  describes  was  put 
to  the  test  that  very 
evening  against  the  Bulls. 
Reeves  and  the  Grizzlies, 
despite  their  youth  and 
losing  record,  put  on  one 
their  strongest  perfor- 
mances of  the  season. 
Reeves  posted  a  career 
game,  leading  all  scorers 
(including  Jordan)  with  30 
points.  In  the  end,  though, 
the  Grizzlies  lost,  92  to  98. 

But  expect  to  see  Reeves 
lead  this  team  to  the  top  in 
the  coming  years.  "I'd  like 
to  play  about  12  years  in 
the  league,"  he  says. 
"Maybe  by  then  we'll  have 
the  cattle  ranch  up  and 
operating  at  full  speed,  and 
that's  what  I'll  do  the  rest 
of  my  life."  *

Why  Not  Change  Lives? 
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Tillis  talks  teens  and  tunes 

Even  though  her  dad,  Mel  Tillis,  is  one  of  country  music's  legends,  Pam  Tillis  has  cleared  her  own  path 
to  success.  With  her  powerful  voice  and  carefully  crafted  songs,  she's  been  making  a  splash  in  Nashville 
since  her  first  hit  song  in  1991.  She's  on  the  road  now,  playing  music  from  her  new  record,  "Every  Time" 


What  effect  do  you  hope  your  songs  have  on  your  listeners? 

Well,  I  hope  the  songs  help  them  know  they're  not  alone 
when  they're  feeling  down,  and  that  we  all  go  through  the 
same  things.  I  think  it's  comforting  to  know  that  if  you're 
struggling,  you're  not  the  Lone  Ranger.  And  my  songs  are 
about  rising  above  different  kinds  of  struggles. 

As  what  point  did  you  know  music  was  your  calling? 

I  think  I  was  three.  I've  always  wanted  to  do  it. 

Did  your  dad  have  a  lot  to  do  with  that? 

I  imagine  growing  up  around  it  made  me  think  that  it  didn't 
seem  like  some  pie  in  the  sky  idea.  It  seemed  reasonable 
because  I  already  knew  somebody  else  doing  it. 

You  were  on  the  Grand  Ole  Opry  at  the  age  of  eight.  What 
was  that  like? 

It  seemed  like  it  all  happened  in  slow  motion.  It  was  cool.  I 
liked  the  spotlight. 

I  read  that  you  were  involved  in  a  serious  car  accident 
when  you  were  a  teenager.  How  did  that  change  your 
outlook  on  life? 

I  was  really  starting  to  walk  down  the  wrong  path,  and  God 
wanted  my  attention  and  got  it.  It  really  slowed  me  down 
and  made  me  think.  Sometimes  teenagers  don't  take  the 
time  to  slow  down  and  think  about  consequences.  I  don't 
like  to  preach  because  I  know  that  the  world  was  pretty 
confusing  when  I  was  a  teenager,  and  it's  even  crazier  now — 
and  I  have  a  teenage  son,  so  I  know  how  difficult  a  time 
that  is  to  navigate.  But  I  know  that  drinking  and  driving 
don't  mix.  I  wasn't  driving,  but  I  got  in  car  with  someone 
who  was.  I  was  carrying  on  like  everybody  else,  but  it's 
not  worth  it. 

Who  were  your  musical  influences? 

I  just  love  good  music,  so  we  could  spend  the  whole  inter- 
view having  me  tell  you  stuff  I  like.  It's  really  broad. 
There's  a  lot  of  old  stuff  I  like.  On  the  bus  we  listen  to 
blues  a  lot — my  road  manager  is  a  blues  man.  But  I'm  just 
happy  to  just  leave  it  on  there  because  I  just  like  to  hear 
.ill  kinds  of  stuff.  I  love  R&cB  and  jazz  and  old  rock  stuff. 
My  favorite  bands  when  1  was  in  high  school  were  Led 
Zeppelin  and  The  Rolling  Stones,  and  they  never  went  out 
of  style — and  there  were  Elton  John  and  James  Taylor  and 


Bonnie  Raitt.  And  I  like  a  lot  of  the  new  ones — Shawn 
Colvin,  Paula  Cole,  Jewel.  We  were  singing  some  bluegrass 
on  the  bus  last  night — I  like  a  lot  of  bluegrass.  And,  of 
course,  country.  Country's  my  life. 

As  your  career  developed,  how  did  you  stay  motivated  and 
focused  on  your  goals? 

I  think  you  have  to  frequently  reevaluate  what  it  is  you're 
trying  to  do.  Make  sure  that  you're  doing  the  things  that  are 
on  your  agenda  and  not  somebody  else's.  For  me,  I  have  to 
constantly  tell  myself  that  this  is  about  the  music.  Because 
people  want  me  to  do  a  lot  of  things  that  don't  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  music,  but  have  more  to  do  with  being  a 
celebrity.  That's  the  hardest  thing  for  me.  And  there's  a 
certain  amount  of  marketing  that  goes  in  with  what  we 
do.  At  a  certain  point,  you  have  to  get  back  to  your  origi- 
nal intent.  It's  really  good  to  make  your  goals  and  really 
know  what  it  is  you're  after.  Because  if  you  don't  have  a 
clear  idea,  you're  going  to  get  pulled  in  a  hundred  different 
directions,  and  you  lose  yourself. 

How  do  you  keep  the  energy  of  a  song  going  after  you've 
performed  it  over  and  over? 

I'll  add  another  lick  here  and  there  or  I'll  change  the  way  I 
sing  it  a  little  bit.  Or  we'll  change  an  arrangement  from  year 
to  year.  If  you  stay  in  the  moment,  it's  always  new — you 
don't  let  your  mind  wander  off  to  the  next  song  or  what 
time  this  gig  is  over.  It's  amazing  that  I'm  not  really  sick  of 
some  of  these  songs,  but  if  the  audience  is  into  it,  it  doesn't 
get  old.  If  it  starts  getting  old  for  them  it  would  be  a  real 
drag  for  me. 

What's  the  hardest  part  of  being  on  the  road  so  much? 

It's  not  having  any  kind  of  schedule,  which  is  kind  of  hard 
on  the  old  body.  You  never  eat  at  the  same  time,  you  never 
get  to  work  out  at  the  same  time — if  you  get  to  work  out  at 
all,  and  you  never  get  to  sleep  or  wake  up  at  the  same  time. 
But  if  you  love  it,  that's  what  you  do.  I  guess  there's  a  sacri- 
fice in  anything  that  you  do. 

How  do  you  feel  about  your  new  record? 

I  love  it.  I  really  think  there's  a  lot  of  growth  on  this  record. 
I  think  the  whole  thing  about  making  a  record  is  like  a  cam- 
era— you're  capturing  a  moment  or  you're  capturing  emotion. 
And  we  pinned  some  of  those  suckers  down  on  this  one.

puter  user  to  webmaster? 
"I  just  kind  of  had  to 
learn  by  myself  by  trial 
and  error."  She  picked  up 
some  tips  from  Mr. 
Moore,  her  computer- 
savvy  FFA  advisor,  and 
members  of  the  nearby 
Park  City  FFA  Chapter,  to 
whom  she  would  e-mail 
questions  about  how  they 
achieved  certain  effects  on 
their  website. 

Amber  uses  Microsoft 
Publisher  to  create  and 
maintain  her  websites. 
With  this  program,  she 
says,  creating  a  website  is 
not  as  hard  as  it  was  a 
couple  years  ago,  when 
you  had  to  know  HTML 
(hyper-text  mark-up 
lan- 
guage), a 
complex 
program- 
ming lan- 
guage for 
the  Inter- 
net. 

Because 
there  are 
few  rules  in 
the  new 
arena  of 
web  design, 
Amber  just 
used  her  own  judgment 
when  it  came  time  to 
decide  on  content  for  the 
chapter  website.  "I  put  it 
together,  and  whatever  I 
thought  was  appealing  to 
the  eye,  I  just  did  it.  I 
didn't  feel  like  it  had  to 
be  a  certain  way  ...  I  just 
kind  of  did  it  the  way  I 
thought  it  should  be  done. 
And  I  put  pictures 


in  that  I  liked. 

"You  need  to  go  out 
and  look  at  a  lot  of  web- 
sites to  get  ideas  because 
you  need  to  be  really  open 
minded  in  order  to  get 
a  really  good  website," 
she  adds. 

Internet  intent 

So  how  is  the  Carter 
County  FFA  benefiting 
from  the  website?  If  your 
chapter  has  its  own 
newsletter,  look  at  it  this 
way:  a  website  is  really  an 
electronic  newsletter  that 
can  be  accessed  by  anyone 
in  your  town — or  anyone 
in  the  world,  for  that  mat- 
ter— with  Internet  access. 
It's  in  color,  it  can  be 
updated  daily  and  if  you 
want  to  read  it  on  paper, 
you  can  just  print  it  out. 

Amber  says  her  chap- 
ter's website  is  educating 
people  about  FFA  and  its 
activities.  This  is  impor- 
tant in  a  town  like  Ekala- 
ka, she  says,  "because 
there's  a  lot  of  involve- 
ment and  a  lot  of  oppor- 
tunities involved  in  FFA." 

Then  there's  local 
pride.  "I've  been  getting 
a  lot  of  positive  feedback 
because  I  know  a  lot  of 
people  say,  'Oh,  I've  seen 
your  website — it's  pretty 
cool.'  And  a  lot  of  people 
in  the  community  will  go 
and  visit  it  just  to  say, 
'We're  from  Ekalaka, 
Montana — a  town  of  400 
people — and  we've  got 
something  on  the  Internet. '"-k

More  and  more  agriculture- 
related  companies  are 
launching  websites  on  the 
Internet,  so  there  are  some 
great  employment  opportuni- 
ties out  there.  Starting 
salaries  vary  widely,  but  you 
can  expect  to  earn  between 
$18,000  and  $25,000. 
Here's  what  you  can  do  to 
get  your  web  feet  wet. 


Spend  some  time  looking 
at  all  kinds  of  websites. 
The  more  you  see,  the 
more  you'll  understand  the 
possibilities  and  limitations 
of  the  Internet. 

Just  do  it 

Get  your  hands  on  a  web 
designing  program  and 
experiment  by  building  your 
own  personal  or  chapter  web- 
site. While  knowing  HTML 
isn't  absolutely  necessary,  it's 
not  a  bad  idea  to  learn  it  any- 
way— this  could  make  you 
more  appealing  to  employers. 

Know  your  stuff 

Employers  tend  to  look  for 
job  candidates  who  have 
already  built  websites  and 
have  college  degrees  in  such 
areas  as  agriculture,  comput- 
ers, English,  graphic  design 
and  journalism.  While  college 
is  not  always  required  for 
web  career,  it  may  give  you 
an  edge  in  the  job  market 
and  a  chance  for  better  pay.
